The
Damocrats want to manoeuvrs it Into
suth a position that Hepublican voles
against n compromise resolution will
have to take the onus of responsibility.
They ask the Republicans to suspend all
precedent and parliamentary procedure
in order to give the Democrata this
chance to escape from the responsibility.
Naturally the*Republicans are not dis-
posed to break all rules In order to
furnish thelr s1emicn such a privilege.
